It is quite evident that there will be 
no legislation at Washington this ses- 
sion of Congress at least, looking to- 
wards the revision or abolition of the 
art tariff. The secretary and manager 
of the American Protective League, 
who is really the "Pooh Bah" of that 
organization, Mr. Wilbur F. Wakeman, 
says, "There is and will be nothing do- 
ing in regard to the art tariff's re- 
moval,'' and those who know the Pro- 
tective Tariff League and the fighting 
qualities of Mr. Wakeman will under- 
stand what this means. He is the suc- 
cessor in his attitude towards and feel- 
ings regarding the art tariff, of the late 
Thomas Donaldson. 



The attendance at the two later and 
among the most important exhibitions 
of the season — those of the Society of 
American and the Ten American 
Painters, is gratifyingly large, and it 
would seem as if that indefinite aggre- 
gation of people known as the New 
York art public had finally awakened 
to the fact that the American art out- 
put of to-day is worth attention and 
study. In our review of the twenty- 
eighth and farewell exhibition of the 
Society in last week's issue, it was 
stated that the average of merit at 
the Society's display was far superior 
to that of the season's art displays in 
London and Paris. This statement 
was made by a close and trained ob- 
server and a student of art just re- 
turned from Europe where he saw the 
current art exhibitions. It is unques- 
tionablv true that with the exceptions 
of Monet and his followers of Giverny 
in France, the painters of Holland and 
a scattered few in England, Spain and 
Germany, there is no school or body 
of men in the world who are doing 
as good present work or work that 
has as much of promise for the future 
as the American landscape, figure and 
mural painters of to-day. It is sin- 



"Sixty-six of the most prominent 
artists of the United States have joined 
in a petition to Congress asking that 
works of art be placed on the free list. 
In this petition, addressed to both the 
Senate and the House, these repres,en- 
tatives of the Free Art League say : — 
"We, the undersigned American 
artists, feeling that we represent the 
general sentiment in the profession, 
respectfully petition to have works of 
art added to the free list. We wish to 
point out that ours is the only import- 
ant country which for purposes of tax- 
ation proceeds upon the theory that 
works of art are a luxury. We believe 
that they should be regarded as educa- 
tional rather than as luxuries, and that 
they are among the greatest of civil- 
izing forces, constantly diffusing re- 
finement and culture, and that a tax 
on them violates the sound principles 
of taxation, inasmuch as it is a tax upon 
education. 

"The exemption in favor of art works 
for the public museums is inadequate, 
as our museums are poorly endowed 
and rely almost entirely on private 
donations. More than fifty per cent, 
of the foreign works of art in our pub- 
lic museums have been compelled to 
pay a duty in spite of the exemption, 
showing that the tax acts as a con- 
stant force to hamper the growth of 
our public collections. 

"We deprecate the exclusion of the 
art of the Old World, as we consider 
its influence of the utmost importance 
in creating a public appreciation of 
fine arts, and we realize that the art- 
ist's welfare depends upon this. 

"We believe that this duty is the 
greatest handicap which it is in the 
power of the government to put upon 
the progress of art in this country."

don some time ago. and only recently 
arrived. Another acquisition is a 
painting by Nicolas Maes, "Portrait 
of an Old Lady," bought recently by 
the trustees from the Ehrich Galleries, 
ana a copy of the famous Ascoli cope, 
bought by J. Pierpont Morgan, presi- 
dent of the Museum, for $10,000. Five 
colored photographic copies have been 
made at a cost of $300 apiece to Mr. 
Morgan, one of which he has given to 
the Museum. 

Another accession announced was 
"A Roman Triumph," by A. C. H. 
Vernet, the gift of D. O. Mills. The 
painting depicts a pageant of ancient 
Rome, with the victorious Caesar, 
heralded by centurions, men-at-arms 
and standard bearers, just emerging 
from beneath the triumphal arch. 

A picture, bought with the income 
of the Rogers fund, is "The Three 
Graces," by William Etty. A portrait 
of William Cullen Bryant, by Theo- 
dore Le Clear, was paid for from the 
same source, and "Madonna of the 
Rose," by Dagnan-Bouveret, was 
bought with the income from the Cath- 
arine Lorillard Wolfe fund. Some 
other accessories announced were 
Japanese and Chinese armor and 
bronzes, American etchings, Pompeian 
frescoes, furniture, wood carvings, 
and Chinese iron. 



Sir Casoar Purdon Clarke, director 
of the Metropolitan Museum, an- 
nounces several accessions to the col- 
lections of the Museum. 

Regarding the encouragement of 
American art, in which he takes a 
keen interest, Sir Purdon comments 
on the fund recently provided by 
Ueorge A. Hearn, a trustee, with the 
gift of a dozen paintings as a nucleus 
for a national collection. Sir Purdon 
said that probably $5,000 a year could 
be spent from the Hearn fund for the 
purchase of paintings by living Amer- 
ican artists and $S,ooo more a year 
might be used from the income of 
the Rogers fund for the same pur- 
pose. The knowledge on the part of 
American artists that about $10,000 a 
year would be spent by the Museum 
in the acquisition of examples of the 
work of American artists for the Mu- 
seum, Sir Purdon says, should be some 
incentive to American artists to put 
forth their best efforts. 

Among the acquisitions is that of 
a full-length portrait ^ of Miss Ellen 
Terry as "Portia," by Sir John E. 
Millais, bought by the trustees in Lon- 



Messrs. Daniel C. French, Karl Bit 
ter and Adams, representing the Na-. 
tional Sculpture Society, and Mr. 
Thomas Hastings met in the Society's 
room, in the American Fine Arts 
Buildings last week to confer about the 
sculpture salon which Mrs. Henry 
Payne Whitney, who is herself an ama- 
teur sculptor, has announced her readi- 
ness to finance. 

The plan which was formulated at 
this conference was so extensive that 
it was considered necessary to give 
the sculptors who will be invited to 
prepare exhibits for the salon, at least 
a year and a half in which to do so, 
especially as the committee desires to 
obtain sculptures which never have 
been shown before. Accordingly it 
was decided to engage the galleries 
for an exhibition, to open a year from 
next November. 

Mr. Hastings, who is an architect, 
was commissioned to draw up a gen- 
eral plan for the arrangement of the 
galleries so that garden, architectonic 
and interior sculpture could be shown. 

An Italian garden will be laid out 
in the south gallery of the American 
Fine Arts Galleries, to which the steps 
leading up to the center gallery and 
that gallery itself will form a terrace 
with a sculptural fountain and per- 
gola. Architectural fagades will be 
erected along the walls, as if a palace 
or villa abutted on the garden, and 
these can be treated with architectonic 
sculpture. 

The east and west galleries will be 
decorated as "period" rooms, and the 
Vanderbilt Gallery as a great "period" 
salon for the exhibition of interior 
sculpture. When Mr. Hastings' plan 
is formulated it will be printed and 
sent to the sculptors of the country 
as a "problem" or "pro jet" — ^very much 
as the American Society of Beaux 
Arts Architects does when it sends out 
its annual projets, excepting that the 
great sculpture salon is planned as an 
exhibition made by masters of the art, 
not as a students' competition. 

The bronze replica of the bust of 
George Washington by David d'An- 
gers, ordered for the Museum in New 
York by Jefferson M. Levy and to be 
offered by him personally to the Mu- 
seum, is now finished, and was greatly 
admired recently by art critics and 
American visitors in the studio of 
Louis Noel, the sculptor, in Paris. 



ST. LOUIS NOTES. 



Mr. Dawson Watson was awarded 
the first prize, offered by the St. Louis 
Post Dispatch for a design for the 
cover of the magazine section of that 
paper for Easter Sunday. The second 
prize was divided between Mrs. B. H. 
Woolrych and Mr. Oscar Berninghaus, 
the committee having considered their 
drawings equally good. All the de- 
signs will be reproduced on Easter 
Sunday. The same paper has pur- 
chased a large and unusually good col- 
lection of casts, antique and renais- 
sance, which are tp be presented to 
the public schools of the city that the 
children may become familiar by means 
of these reproductions with the world's 
best sculpture. 



The spring exhibition of the St. 
Louis Artists Guild opened on March 
17. The works shown include piaint- 
ings, oil and water color, sculpture, 
bookbinding, leather work, pottery, 
etc., etc. The exhibition room of the 
Guild has been redecorated, the color 
scheme used being the same as that 
in Copley Hall, Boston. It was a much 
needed improvement, as the gallery 
was formerly very gloomy, arid few 
pictures looked well against the dull 
background. 



The members of the St. Louis Art- 
ists' Guild have made a collection of 
paintings, sculpture and examples of 
handicraft, about thirty in number, 
which has been sent to the Nineteenth 
Century Club of Memphis, Tenn., 
where they are to be on exhibition for 
several weeks. 



The committee on acquisitions of the 
St. Louis Museum of Fine Arts has 
just purchased a landscape by Gustav 
Wolff, of this city, which is to be added 
to the permanent collection of the Mu- 
seum. This picture was shown at the 
joint exhibition held by Messrs. Wuer- 
pel and Wolff last month in the gallery 
of the St. Louis Artists' Guild. 



During the last half of March there 
will be an exhibition of the works of 
L. FI. Meakin, of Cincinnati, in the 
galleries of the Fine Arts Museum. 



The St. Louis Art Students' Asso- 
ciation has held several meetings late- 
ly, at which it was determined that a 
constitution and by-laws should be 
adopted. This will give more perma- 
nent form to the association, especially 
as it is proposed to adopt some plan 
which will serve to keep former stu- 
dents in touch with those in the art 
school. 

Designs are also being made by stu- 
dents in the class in design of the St. 
Louis School of Fine Arts, for an as- 
sociation pin, which it is proposed to 
have in readiness for the reunion in 
June. The Minerva head, which is the 
seal of the St. Louis School and Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts, is to form the cen- 
tral feature of the design.

LONDON ART NEWS. 



March 13, 1906. 

John S. Sargent and P. Wilson 
Steer have been asked to paint their 
portraits for the Uffizi Gallery at Flor- 
ence. This honor, which is only con- 
ferred on the greatest living artists, 
is striking testimony to the high 
esteem in which Wilson Steer is held 
on the continent. Mr. Steer, who is 
only forty-six years of age, is assist- 
ant teacher of painting at the Slade 
School of Art, London University, and 
has long been the chief in all but name 
of the New English Art Club. He is 
represented at the "Independent" ex- 
hibition at Agnew's by one of his char- 
acteristic glittering, sunny landscapes 
and a graceful girl portrait entitled 
''Summer." 

Mrs. Arthur Melville has presented 
to the Victoria and Albert Museum, 
South Kensington, a fine impression- 
ist water-color by her late husband, 
the distinguished Scottish painter. 
The title, "The Little Bull Fight," 
sufficiently explains the subject which 
is most vividly rendered. The work, 
which was shown at the Royal Society 
of Painters in Water Colors exhibi- 
tion three years ago, has been hung 
on a screen facing the cast of Rodin's 
"John the Baptist." 

The annual exhibition of the Royal 
Amateur Art Society was opened at 
No. I Belgrave Square by the Lady 
Mayoress on Thursday. Many well- 
known artists and amateurs contrib- 
uted sketches to be sold in aid of va- 
rious charities, while to the loan sec- 
tion the King lent an interesting wa- 
ter color portrait of Napoleon, made 
by an amateur, E. Purcell, at St. He- 
lena, six weeks before the death of 
the Emperor. 

Charles Picketts, who has already 
made a reputation as a painter, litho- 
grapher and wood engraver, is show- 
ing at the Carfax Gallery a collection 
of essays in sculpture, small bronzes 
impressively conceived and handled 
with great breadth and dignity. Both 
in style and subject matter they are 
nearer akin to the work of AVatts than 
any other sculptor. At the same gal- 
lery are some scholarly drawings and 
water colors, seascapes and allegories, 
by Ludwig von Hofman, a young 
\Veimar artist, who has the true classic 
spirit and an almost Phedian sense of 
form. 

The Royal Academy announces the 
following receiving days for its forth- 
coming summer exhibition : Friday, 
March 30, for water colors, miniatures, 
pen drawings, etchings, engravings, 
architectural drawings, etc. ; Saturday, 
March 31, and Monday, April 2, for 
oil paintings ; Tuesday, April 3, for 
sculpture. "Show Sunday," for "out- 
siders," will be April i, and for Acad- 
emicians, April 8. 

The spring exhibition at the Leeds 
Art Gallery contains an important 
group of decorative panels, executed 
by Frank Brangwyn, A. R. A., for the 
English loom at the Venice Interna- 
tional exhibition of last year. All four 
works, which represent modern indus- 
trial scenes, have been purchased by 
Mr. Sam Wilson and presented to the 
Leeds City Art Gallery, of which they 
will form part of the permanent dec- 
oration. C3ther important exhibits at 
Leeds are the late C. W. Purse's "Re- 
turn from the Ride," which has been 
bought for the Chantrey collection at 
the Tate Gallery, and the same paint- 
er's "Cubbing with the York and 
Ainsty" from last year's Academy, 
and . contributions from Muirhead 
Bone, D. Y. Cameron, Charles Con- 
der, Alfred East, Stanhope Forbes, H.

John Tweed's fine memorial statue 
of Queen Victoria will shortly be un- 
veiled at Aden by the Duke and Duch- 
ess of Connaugh't on their way back 
from South Africa. 

With reference to my remarks last 
week on the Painter Etchers, collec- 
tors of modern work would do well to 
note some comments in that well-bal- 
anced journal, "The Academy," on the 
tendency, so strongly marked at the 
present day, among black and white 
artists as well as painters for the 
younger men of marked originality and 
talent to be drawn away from the large 
and long-established societies to small- 
er and more intimate groups. The 
progress of English etching can no 
more be studied on the walls of the 
Royal Society of Painter Etchers alone 
than that of English painting at the 
Royal Academy. 



Ever since the manuscript of Mil- 
ton's "Paradise Lost" was carried off 
to the United States, for the price of 
£5,000 ($25,000), something like a 
panic has reigned in that circle of so- 
ciety (interested in what is termed na- 
tional treasures, and there was quite a 
nervous flutter, judging from the ap- 
peals to the government, which, how- 
ever, were all disregarded in the ex- 
citement of the opening of the new 
Parliament, when it became known 
that Nelson's famous memorandum to 
the fleet before the battle of Trafalgar 
was to be put up for auction at Chris- 
tie's. 

But the anxiety has subsided and 
given place to rejoicing. In the same 
way as a patriotic art dealer recently 
purchased the famous picture of "Ve- 
nus and Cupid," by Velasquez, at a 
cost of £45,000 ($225,000) and pre- 
sented it to the National Gallery — 
where, by the way, it has been hung

These courses would go into effect 
in the curriculum of next year. 

Mr. Nicoll intimated that, while stu- 
dents among the many applicants for ad- 
mission to the Academy schools had 
always been carefully chosen, increased 
care would be exercised in the future. 



PARIS ART NEWS. 



Paris, March 13. 

An exhibition of landscapes and 
other paintings by Tattegrani is being 
held from March 5 to 15 at M. Allard's 
Gallery, 17 Rue Caumartin. 

In the Gallery of Modern Artists, 
Rue Caumartin, is being held an ex- 
hibition of paintings and etchings by 
Gabriel. 

MM. Olive and Saint-Germier have 
been elected members of the Tury of 
French Artists for the years 1906 and 
1907, in place of the late MM. Boug- 
uereau and Henner. 

The unveiling of the monument 
erected to Falguiere in Pere Lachaise 
took place in the presence of the 
friends and pupils of the great sculp- 
tor. The monument by the sculptor, 
Marqueste, represents a marble tomb- 
stone draped with flowers, with the 
attributes of the painter and sculptor, 
and above the silhouette of the 
"Martyr Tarcisius," of which the mar- 
ble was sent by Falguiere from Rome 
to Paris when he was a pupil of the 
Academy of France. 

The administration of Beaux Arts 
has purchased the following works 
from the exhibition of the Salon de 
TEcole Francais. "The Roman For 
um," by Gaston Leroux ; "The Village 
Forge," by Manceaux ; "La Cure de 
Saint Mere," by Mathieu, and "Before 
the Bath," by de Plument. 

The Museum of Montpelier has re- 
cently received several very import- 
ant gifts. "Andromache," a marble 
statue by Eugene Guillaume, offered 
by his family; two large landscapes, 
"A Stormy Evening" and "The Banks 
of the Dourbie," by Charles Node; 
"The Siesta," bv Leg-rand, and a sketch 
by Fantin Latour. The state has also 
sent to the museum two portraits by 
Cabanel, "The Spring," by Calbet, a 
"Plead of a German Cavalry Soldier," 
by Roybet, and "Two Orientals," by 
Rochegrosse. 

A Frenchman, M. Edouard Naville, 
has recentlv discovered in Egypt a 
chapel dating back to 3000 years be- 
fore Christ, and decorated with admir- 
ably preserved paintings. They rep- 
resent a goddess, a cow and a young 
king, who is Amemphis II., the son of 
Thothmes III. 

The Society of Painters and Litho- 
graphers, together with the retrospec- 
tive exhibition of works by Fantin La- 
tour, has caused to be admired, "La 
Ceuillette," by Monsieur Bracquemond, 
"The Fires of St. John," a curious ef- 
fect of night and lights, by Cottet, and 
by Abel Faivre, "A Young Girl at her 
Bath," and "The Connoisseur," an au- 
tomobilist stopping in front of a young 
woman, who is about to paint. M. 
Leandre sends "Joseph Prudhomme," 
and M. Trigoulet sends "Minet," a 
woman playing with a cat. 

In the sale of the Stumpf collection 
there will be, among other notable 
works a remarkably fine example of 
Corot. 

M. Jules Henner, nephew and heir 
of the painter J. J. Henner has informed 
the Academy of Beaux Arts that to 
carry out a wish o| his uncle w^ho 
always cherished affectionate remem- 
brances of his stay at the Villa Medicis, 
he will present to the Academv, rentes 
to the amount of 9000 francs, or $1800, 
representing a capital of 300,000 francs 
or $60,000. 

The first exhibition of the Inter- 
national Society of Marine Painters, is 
now on in the Galerie des Artistes 
Modernes in the Rue Caumartin, 
under the presidency of M. Gaston La 
Touche, with such artists represented 
as M.Charles Bartlett, Francis James, 
Frank Brangwyn, Knopff, John Sar- 
gent, Lucien Simon and Smits.

INSTRUCTION IN DRAWING. 

From "La Peinture," by Jules Breton. 



(CONTINUED) 

Not only the pupil should not obey 
your preferences, Sir Teacher, but it 
is well that he be ignorant of the taste 
that dictates his course. Your mission 
is quite natural, that of impersonality 
guiding his instinct and enlightening 
it. If the pupil owes you respect, you 
owe him the same. Respect all mani- 
festations of taste, begin by letting 
him look only at the model he is draw- 
ing. Force him to take it in at a 
glance, which will include details in 
their harmonic positon. 

I will explain. It is necessary that 
all the time he is working the pupil's 
glance should envelop wholly and sim- 
ultaneously all parts of the object and 
what surrounds it, that he deny him- 
self as much as possible the enjoyment 
of fixing his eyes upon a particular 
point. This will leave him full liberty 
as regards details that strike his atten- 
tion, while an inopportune counsel 
would attract it to details which he 
himself would not notice. 

The pupil's mind should be hardly 
more occupied with the part upon 
which he is working than with the 
whole. Let him compare all the parts 
with each other, that no indication, no 
value, no contour be made except in 
comparison. All the time, let him 
never lose sight of the perpendicular 
and horizontal traits that serve to 
guide and form, in the mind of the 
observer, those squares of which copy- 
ists make use. 

I insist upon this advice, the only 
really fruitful, because it is mathemat- 
ical, and does not infringe in the least 
upon the liberty of sentiment. 

See if it be not just. When a paint- 
er commences, he looks "dans le tas'' 
and his work proceeds well. He wishes 
to finish, he proceeds differently, at- 
taches himself to details, he is lost, 
and makes no further progress. One 
must finish as he begins. To finish 
and to commence are but a single op- 
eration at two different stages. 

Is it to this that the action of a 
teacher should be limited? Ma foi, 
when a prudent gardener is firmly 
convinced of the greediness of a cer- 
tain useless and therefore harmful 
branch, let him prune it away, that he 
may give more strength to the branch 
that bears the most beautiful flowers. 
But what a responsibility for him who 
dared force the unfolding of the divine 
flower, the new impression of art.

GERMAN ART NOTES. 



Under the innocent title of "A Tomb 
in Palestine," a picture by Verestchag- 
in, which, when exhibited with its com- 
panion picture in Vienna some years 
ago, nearly caused a riot, was sold at 
the American Art Galleries last week 
to Mr. Peter V. Burnet for only $70. 
This is supposed to be the tomb of 
Christ, and Verestchagin claimed that 
with its low opening, characteristic of 
tombs in Palestine, Christ could not 
have walked forth from it; and he 
painted a companion picture showing 
the Saviour creeping out on hands and 
knees. The pictufe was, of course, not 
intended to be sacrilegious, but the Vi- 
enna public regarded it as such and 
threatened to destroy it, until some 
one smeared both canvases with black 
paint. Verestchagin was able to re- 
store the picture sold last wee"k, but 
not its companion. 



The Providence Art Club will con- 
tinue its annual exhibition of paintings, 
which opened March 20,. until April 13. 
Many Boston artists have sent on can- 
vases, which include some of the best 
things shown at the Boston Art Club's 
annual exhibition of oils. 



The Museum of Antwerp has ac- 
quired two works of Jordaens, "Mel- 
eagre and Atlanta," belonging to a 
wealthy collector -of Copenhagen, "The 
King Drinks," and drawings from an- 
other collector in Munich, also two 
portraits by Cornelius de Vos. 

An exhibition of antique works of 
art has been opened in Berlin. Five 
4-iundred works are shown — among 
these 160 paintings. In the small rooms 
is the collection of Flemish art, in a 
large room the art of the i8th century, 
likewise a room with Italian paintings 
and sculpture, and lastly a Gothic room 
with wood carving and Gobelins* In 
the middle of the rooms are cases of 
silver, porcelain and jewelry. Among 
the Flemish pictures are works ascribed 
to Rembrandt, Frans Plals, Ruysdael, 
Jan Steen, and among the i8th century 
pictures are some fine Reynolds, charm- 
ing views of Venice by Guardi, and an 
important work by Goya. 

The great novelty of the exhibition 
of the Kiinstlerhaus, Vienna, were the 
paintings by Victor Scharf, a pupil of 
Whistler, who lives in Paris. There 
was an entire room devoted to his 
works, which revealed the influence of 
Whistler, only still more strong in the 
problems of light and shade. Especially 
in the picture, "The Cellist," in the con- 
trast of the light of two candles, was 
all the scale of colors seen. 

The first place among portraitists 
was due John Quincy Adams for five 
life-size children, busy with a book 
in a ro0m. Joanovitz, Schattenstein 
and Pochwalski deserve mention. The 
etchings by Wolf Rudinoff, covering 
an entire wall, were very beautiful, and 
have already been sold. 

There was also a good showing of 
water colors. Charlemont sent heads 
of animals and landscapes, as did 
Poosh, Pfliigel, and others. The Prin- 
cess Thurn and Taxis showed consid- 
erable talent with her etchings and 
miniature portraits. 



Following out the plan for co-opera- 
tion between the National Academy 
of Design and Columbia University, 
it is announced that the faculty of the 
new School of Fine Arts has been for- 
mally organized. James Rignal Wheel- 
er, professor of Greek archaeology, has 
been appointed acting dean. At the 
outset, in addition to Professor Wheel- 
er, the faculty will consist of Presi- 
dent Nicholas Murray Butler; Alfred 
D. F. Hamlin, professor of history of 
architecture; Frank Dempster Sher- 
man, professor of graphics; Maximil- 
ian K. Kress, adjunct professor of arch- 
itecture; Cornelius Reubner and L. B. 
McWhood, professors of music; Chas. 
Hubert Farnsworth, professor music 
Teachers College; Arthur W. Dow, 
professor fine arts. Teachers College; 
Clarence H. Young, professor Greek, 
and George M. Olcott, professor Latin, 
both representing department of class- 
ical archaeology; Professor Hurtle, of 
departmefit of Chinese; Frederick 
Dielman, president National Academy; 
Sir Purdon Clarke, director, and Ed- 
ward Robinson, assistant director of 
the Museum. 



The competition for the Gen'l. Alex- 
ander Macomb monument, which was 
to take place in Detroit, is now being 
held in New York. The models have 
been shipped to the Metropolitan 
Museum, where they are to be judged 
by a committee consisting of Charles 
F. McKim, Daniel C. H. Burnham, of 
Chicago, and Augustus Saint Gaudens. 
It is said that three other experts will 
be added to the committee to be named 
by the present commission. The monu- 
ment when completed will be placed 
in Detroit, Mich. 



EXHIBITIONS NOW ON. 



The exhibition of oils by Augustus 
Koopman, which opened at the Fishel, 
Adler & Schwaltz Galleries, 313 Fifth 
Avenue, March 19, will continue 
through March 31. Among the twenty- 
five canvases shown, "Hoisting Sail" 
and "The Two Forces" are undoubt- 
edly the most interesting as examples 
of strong, serious treatment, the latter 
having won the first William A. Clarke 
prize of 1,000 frs. at the American 
Art Association exhibition in Paris; a 
medal at the Paris Exposition in 1900, 
and at the Buffalo Exposition in 1901. 

A bust portrait of Dr. Julius Wolff, 
son-in-law of Mr. Adler, by Gustave 
Muranyi, is also on view. The por- 
trait is a good likeness and is painted 
with sincerity and conviction — the 
color is harmonious and pleasing and 
the back-ground of dark olive green 
makes the figure stand out well. The 
artist is to be congratulated upon this 
excellent and^ dignified canvas. He has 
painted several portraits in Baltimore 
and is now executing a number of com- 
missions in his studio in the "Mans- 
field," West Forty-fourth Street. 



An exhibition of fifty-two oils and 
water colors, consisting of sheep and 
flower subjects and landscapes, by 
Georgia Timken Fry and Mrs. E. M. 
Scott, opened at the Powell Galleries, 
983 Sixth Avenue, on Monday, and 
will continue to March. 31. Among 
the most interesting of the works of 
Mrs. Fry, "Setting Sun," "Sand 
Dunes" arid the "Return of the Flock" 
are especially good iii the handling of 
light and distance and in quality. 

Noticeable in the water colors by 
Mrs. Scott are an "English Cottage," 
"Italian Garden," "Holland" and the 
"French Poppy," which is decorative 
and graceful. 



The exhibition of recent paintings 
by Jef Leempoels, the Belgian paint- 
er, will continue at the Knoedler Gal- 
leries, 355 Fifth Avenue, until March 
31. Thirteen canvases are shown, 
among which are a portrait of the 
artist, an admirable likeness and ex- 
cellent example of the work of this 
painter, and "Destiny and Humanity/' 
his most famous picture, popularly 
known as "The Hands," which won a 
gold medal at the St. Louis Exposi- 
tion. The exhibition of Whistler draw- 
ings will also continue through the 
week. 

Two portraits by William de Left- 
wich Dodge will be on view at the 
Modern Art Gallery, 11 East Thirty- 
third Street, during the week. The 
portraits represent Lucien Merignac, 
the fencing expert, and Sadakichi Hart- 
mann, the well-known writer. The pe- 
culiar matter-of-fact style which he af- 
fects in his portraiture has caused a 
great deal of discussion among the 
painters. The public seems to approve 
of it, as Mr. Dodge has had more por- 
trait orders this season than ever be- 
fore.
